Is GOP Warning 


Even as Republicans were eating a 
victory dinner at Hershey, Pa., which 
modestly claims to be the sweetest spot 
on earth, election officials at Eau Claire, 
Wis., were counting ballots which made 
the Ninth Congressional District of that 
state a very sour spot to go with the 
Republican sweet. 

For the first time in history, this 
Republican stronghold elected a Demo- 
crat to Congress, repudiating by a 
9-to-7 margin the lifelong GOP candi- 
date who campaigned as “four square 
behind President Eisenhower and his 
policies.” 

Now even the most optimistic Dem- 
ocrat would do well to note that the 
vote was light—only the faithful and 
the discontented turned out. It is not 
possible ‘honestly to read into the re- 
sult anything like a national trend. 

But it is a symptom—and it indi- 
cates the possibility of a trend unless 
the Republicans, admittedly jittery, do 
something. 

They will try. 

It is pretty sure, for example, that 
grains will advance on the news and on 
the bet by the traders the Republicans 
will do something to advance. prices for 
the farmers. 

There is yet time for the Republi- 
cans to retrieve the situation. Rather 
obviously, they need two things—a farm 
policy and a new Secretary of Defense. 
The farmers have seen labor get a wage 
advance this year. They have seen the 
cost of living edge up to a new high 
while farm income has fallen roughly 
$1,500,000,000. 

Sen. Richard B. Russell of Georgia, 
who has been forthright and factual in 
his revelation of how the Secretary of 
Defense is making this country vulner- 
able to enemy attack and of how the 
lack of a farm policy is penalizing the 
farmers of this country, was not sur- 
prised by the Wisconsin congressional 
vote. 

“I do not like to be an ‘I-told-you- 
so’ fellow,” he said, “but the fact is 
others along with me have been point- 
ing out the fancy promises made by the 
Republicans last fall and the complete 
failure to carry out those promises. 
They are confused and lacking in direc- 
tion. I don’t know about other voters, 
but I don’t believe the farmers of this 
country like this administration or have 
any confidence in it as it now stands.” 

Meanwhile, in Washington the talk 
is more and more along the line that 
President Eisenhower is fine on inter- 
national affairs, but that on domestic 
problems he is uninformed and lost and 
is in the deeper trouble because so 
many of his Cabinet also are lost and 
seek to operate the country on a fac- 
tory cutback basis, particularly in mat- 
. ters of defense and agricultural surplus 
problems.

Major Allied Decisions 
To Be Madein London 


Major decisions on free-world policy 
will result from the talks between Sec- 
retary Dulles, Britain’s Anthony Eden 
and French Foreign Minister Georges 
Bidault that begin Friday in London. 
Not only will the course of action con- 
cerning the Trieste problem be deter- 
mined, but the next moves in the strug- 
gle with the Soviet Union will be 
mapped out. 

For one thing, a major effort seems 
to be in the making to determine the 
Soviets’ ultimate intentions. Details of 
the proposed nonaggression pact, a 
basis for settlement of the German and 
Austrian questions and procedure in 
Korea will be discussed. 

Prime Minister Churchill’s recent 
Margate speech, in which he displayed 
his old fire and vigor, shows British 
policy to be much closer to our own 
than some of our agitators would have 
us believe. His warning to France to 
get right on the European army and 
other unity moves or face German re- 
armament independently of France is 
certainly the trend of our own thinking. 
From the London meeting should come 
a greater Allied unity and under- 
standing. 

Partly as a gesture to our allies and 
partly to determine the Soviets’ true in- 
tentions concerning peace and war, an 
all-out effort will be made in the next 
few months to reach a basis of under- 
standing with Moscow. Failing that, 
the United States and the free world 
will have no choice except to push their 
rearmament plans to the full egtent of 
their resources and economic capacities. 

If efforts at understanding fail, ad- 
ditional billions for defense will be the 
lot of the American people. There will 
be no other way to counter the grow- 
ing pressure of an aggressive Russian 
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imperialism disguised as communism. 

The next few months will indeed be 
fateful ones for the United States and 
the free world. Decisions affecting the 
future of all the earth’s population must 
be made. It is no time for faltering 
or appeasement but time for a firm re- 
statement of the peaceful aims of the 
United States and her allies.

They joined with the great inventor 
in organizing the Edison Electric Light 
Co. Edison spent $250,000 of the capi- 
tal on improving his Menlo Park lab- 
oratory. The remaining $50,000 was 
working capital for his light bulb fac- 
tory which employed 25 persons. 

Edison Electric was the father of 
General Electric. GE dwarfs the par- 
ent. In 132 plants in 101 cities, includ- 
ing many in the South, the company 
has 230,000 employes making over 200,- 
000 products from jet engines to 5-watt 
bulbs. 

In its expansion plans, it looks fur- 
ther to the South where the kilowatt- 
age iS up, a gauge of economic prog- 
ress. 

We salute General Electric on its 
75th anniversary. We are certain GE 
would not begrudge a word of greeting 
to its many competitors, competitive 
cousins in the sense that they can trace 
their development to a common an- 
cestor, the inventive genius of the 
Wizard of Menlo Park. 

The level of American productivity 
and of American living is due in a 
large measure to the makers of things 
electrical. 

More power to them! 


Cutback in Germany 
Will Have Good Effect 


Announcement that the United 
States is planning to rent 100 apart- 
ments in the plush Bonn housing de- 
velopment to Germans is indeed wel- 
come. 

Described variously as “Westches- 
ter on the Rhine” and the “Golden 
Ghetto,” the extravagant and glittering 
project was intended to serve as a show- 
case of American progress to a defeated 
Germany. Actually it served to remind 
the Germans that they had lost a war as 
all too many Americans assumed the 
alr of conquerors. 

The announcement is evidence, too, 
that United States personnel in Ger- 
many is being reduced. There have 
been constant charges, perhaps wholly 
justified, that the number of civilian 
personnel was far out of line with ac- 
tual needs as well as criticism of the 
quality of that personnel. On both 
counts there was considerable resent- 
ment on the part of the Germans. 

Making these apartments available 
to German families will have a good ef- 
fect on German-American relations, as 
will the “derequisitioning” of luxury 
hotels used by our civilian and mili- 
tary personnel. 

We are glad to have this proof that 
the Germans have progressed to the 
point where less American personnel is 
needed and that the State and Defense 
Departments are aware of that fact. 
Economies such as this will save our 
taxpayers many dollars.

Presiding Justice Wyatt 
Has Proved His Worth 


The Georgia Supreme Court has a 
new presiding justice. He is Lee Buren 
Wyatt, elevated to the position Tuesday 
by the vote of his colleagues.

Changes Its Pace 


Toll the brass-clappered bell for the 
Live Oak, Perry and Gulf. One last mourn- 
ful blast of the old steam whistle for the 
South Georgia line. Two more of the 
South’s picturesque short-line’ railroads 

Ee Se : have about lost the 

good fight. 

The roads serve 
south Georgia and 
north Florida. The 
L. O., P. & G., better 
‘known as the ‘‘Lopin’ 
Goat,’’ wanders north 
and east from the city 
of Perry, Fla., to Live 
Oak. The south Geor- 
gia’s northern terminus 
is at Adel, and it pro- 

ceeds to Perry, Fla., vit Quitman, Ga., 
and Greenville, Fla. Each is a relic of 
the brave days of steam when tracks 
were laid at the wave of a promoter’s 
wand, and exploiters of the virgin timber 
of the area needed railroads to haul their 
logs out of the fastness of the» woods. 

Each survived in its own way through 
the great depression, when even lesser lines 
gave up the ghost and became no more 
than streaks of rust. These two roads are 
virtuous where others failed. Their termini 
are securely tied in with the lines of greater 
systems; the Atlantic Coast Line, and the 
Georgia Southern and Florida, a_ wholly 
owned subsidiary of the Southern. The 
South Georgia has the added virtue of 
crossing the Seaboard at Greenville. 


The Southern has petitioned through the 
G. S. & F. to buy the pair, a matter that 
now is before. the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. Their acquisition will give 
the Southern new interchange points with 
the Seaboard and Coast Line, and feeders 
into a territory that is developing nicely 
under the magic of pine into cellulose and 
pulp. 

The L. O., P. & G. and the South Geor- 
gia are not the only individualists to totter 
before the double onslaught of trucks and 
streamlined, dieselized railroad operating 
practices. The Central of Georgia has 
asked permission to abandon its Sylvania 
Central, but plans to carry on with its other 
short fines, the Wadley Southern, the 
Wrightsville and Tennille and the Louis- 
ville and Wadley. 

Short-line railroading by and large is a 
precarious thing. Some few flourish under 
special circumstances. Many operate as 
border-line cases and are kept alive by spe- 
cial dispensation of a big industry on their 
tracks, or by the paternal watchfulness of 
a more powerful line. 

The Tifton, Thomasville and Gulf, the 
old ‘‘Toot, Toot and Go,”’ has disappeared. 
The Tallulah Falls lives on, despite its 
nickname of ‘‘Total Failure.’’ The Gaines- 
ville Midland is a shadow of its former self. 
The Georgia Northern makes a nice thing 
of running out of Albany, as does the Al- 
bany Northern. The Bowdon Railroad is 
with us yet, and so is the Sandersville line. 

This last not only survives but thrives. 
It owns one piece of equipment, a caboose, 
and rents a diesel. Its four miles of track 
are lined with sawmills and kaolin mines 
and plants. Freight originated on the San- 
dersville road is shipped to New England, 
Mexico and Canada, and its owners, the 
Tarbutton family, would think twice before 
trading their short line for all the many 
mortgaged miles of the New York Central.

Eyes White House 


WASHINGTON—From time to time we 
may expect maneuvers in politics in both 
parties at the higher levels directed toward 
the 1956 national conventions, or _ inter- 

Saedaneeeet preted, at least, as hav- 
ing that purpose which 
in politics sometimes 
amounts in the end to 
virtually the same 
thing. 

As in Ohio this week 

involving Democrats. 
The fact there was 
that Gov. Frank J. 
Lausche finally, after 
long deliberation, ap- 
pointed a fellow Demo- 
crat, Shiver Thomas A. Burke, of Cleve- 
land, to the seat in the United States Senate 
left vacant by the death of Senator Taft. 

But such a fact is only the beginning 
in politics. After that comes surmises as to 
purpose and motive. A surmise in this 
case is that Governor Lausche thus re- 
vealed a desire, if not intention, to seek a 
place on the party’s 1956 national ticket, 
preferably the top spot, meaning the presi- 
dential nomination. This is deduced by the 
peculiar logic of politics which is different 
from any other logic so that it hardly seems 
logic at all sometimes. 

Governor. Lausche, it is presumed, in- 
tends to seek another term as governor, his 
fifth, at next year’s election. His present 
term expires in January 1955. 

This brings us to the presidential matter. 

The governor, after carefully studying 
past records, has come up with the conclu- 
sion that a governor has a much better 
chance of winning a presidential nomina- 
tion than does a senator. Indeed, in this 
century only one senator—Warren G. Har- 
ding of Ohio—has won a presidential nomi- 
nation, while numerous governors have 


been so honored. Seven senators have won - 


vice-presidential nominations since 1900 in 
one or the other major parties, of whom 
one, Harry S. Truman, succeeded to the 
White House by death of the President. 
Aside from what might be called the 
clue of the governor’s curiosity, as reported 
from Ohio, there are other circumstances 
to remove his presidential ambitions from 
the realm of mere surmise. He can count 
among his assets his abilities as a vote- 
getter in one state, illustrated the last time 
out by his majority of 475,000 on the Demo- 
cratic ticket, while General Eisenhower was 
winning Ohio by 500,000 on the Republican 
ticket, and Senator Bricker’s margin for 
re-election on the. Republican ticket was 
315,000. There is also, to his advantage, 
Ohio’s 54 votes in Democratic national con- 
ventions which always makes it a powerful 
influence, and, too, that tradition of Ohio as 
“mother of presidents,”” from having pro- 


duced five. /

If There’s Any GOP Overcontidence, 
Wisconsin Vote Should Erase It 


WASHINGTON—The White House might 
well be concerned about the defeat experi- 
enced by the Republican nominee for Con- 
gress in the Ninth District in Wisconsin. 

When only 21,000 Republicans go to 
the polls, as compared with. 81,000 who 


voted Republican in the same district 11 
months ago, there is 2 
something to be ex- 

plained. The late Sena- 

tor Taft used to say 

that when Republicans 

stay at home in large 

numbers, it’s. either 

because they don’t care 

which nominee wins or 

because they are over- 

confident about the out- 

come. 

‘There was much ate 
disaffection over the farm issue, “pa ticu- 
larly the drop .in farm income. which 
started under the Truman administration, 
but which operates against the Republicah 
Party because it’s in power today. To say 
that the farm question is the only reason 
for the defeat of the Republican nominee 
is to ignore the trend in that same district 
heretofore. The late Merlin Hull, who was 
a La Follette Republican, got the benefit 
of both the radical and conservative votes 
in the Republican Party and in November, 
1950, he got 60,000 Republican votes, while 
the Democratic nominee got about 25,000. 

A comparison can also be made with 
1946, when Hull got 70,000 votes and had 
virtually no oppositién. Fewer than 1,000 


votes were cast for the other candidate, 


who was a Socialist. 

Back in 1944 the same thing happened 
when Hull, running as a Progressive, got 
48,000 votes against 736 for his Socialist 
opposition. But in 1942; as a. Progressive, 
Hull got 38,000 votes while the regular Re- 
publican polled about 20,000. 

So the Ninth Wisconsin District hasn’t 
been a clear-cut example of a straight Re- 
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publican and Democratic fight. The late 
Representative Hull was a New Deal Re- 
publican and in the last Congress often 
voted against the Eisenhower administra- 
tion. 


The Republican nominee this time, State 
Senator Arthur Padrutt, was a regular or- 
ganization man who promised to support 
the Eisenhower administration. He _ got 
21,000 votes. His opponent, the successful 
Lester Johnson, who promised to vote in 
Congress as the late Mr. Hull did, got 
28,000. The combined vote was only 40 per 
cent of the 1952 total. Obviously, some Re- 
publicans who wanted to register a protest 
on farm policies went over to the Demo- 
cratic side this time but most of the regu- 
lar Republicans—who probably voted heavi- 
ly for President Eisenhower last Novem- 
ber and would have favored Padrutt—did 
not come out to vote. 

The Democratic National Campaign 
Committee thought enough of the special 
election to send in some of its prominent 
speakers—former Secretaries of Agricul- 
ture Brannan and Wickard, Senator Ke 
fauver and others. The Republican Nation- 
al Campaign managers didn’t take the con- 
test seriously enough to get out the vote. 

It could be that many Republicans 
stayed away because they have lost some of 
their enthusiasm for the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration. If this is so, it is going to be 
very important for the White House to be- 
gin to worry more about the regular Re- 
publicans it may be losing than about the 
New Deal Democrats it seems to be angling 
for in some of its policies. 

The moral of the Wisconsin election for 
the Democrats is to keep hammering away 
on the assumption that the Republicans 
will not get out their vote, and the moral 
for the Republicans is that they will lose 
many a district in November, 1954, if they 
take it for granted that they can allow a 
substantial defection without offsetting it by 
getting the stay-at-home Republicans to go 


to the polls.

This has been 
extended until next Tuesday. Old 
ILA officers have insisted that the 
injunction should be imposed on 
other unions. 


“NOT ON STRIKE”’ | 

Meany said the new union “‘is | 
not on strike,’’ has committed no 
overt act as defined by the law 
on the waterfront, and has no 
collective bargaining agree- 
ment.”’ 

He added: “If an injunction 
should be extended to the AFL 
union, it would give aid and 
comfort to the gangsters’’ which 
he said dominate the old ILA.

ROME, Oct. 14 (#—Pope Pius 
XII dedicated and blessed a new 
31. million dollar pontifical North 
American College here today. He 
said its completion ‘“‘lights a 
stronger flame of hope for the 
in the United States of 
America and in the world.”’ 

The glittering white brick and 
stone structure on Rome's Janicu-

Penicillin, the first of the mod-) 
ern antibiotics, is now produced!

One penicillin manufacw: 2r, | 
whom Dr. Cornman declined to 
identify. performed an elaborate 
distillation of the yellow-brown 
crude penicillin liquor fresh from 
the fermentation tanks. This dis- 
tHlation isolated: the pure white 
penicillin. Then 20 separate frac- 
tions of the remaining crude | 
hquor were obtained (by counter-| 
eurrent distribution). Of these, | 
five were found to be extremely | 
effective against cancer cells in 
the test tube. | 
~The effectiveness of these frac- 
tions against cancer was peculiar, | 
Dr. Cornman said. Many _ sub- 
stances ‘‘kill’’ cancer in the test 
tube, but they are not effective in 
the living organism. Or they are 
so toxic they cannot be used in 
living patients. 

The fractions. of the crude 
brown material killed every 
Single cancer cell in a series of 
test-tube experiments and they 
did not significantly damage nor- | 
mal tissue in the same test tubes. | 


THE MATTER RESTED 

With this observation, first 
made by Dr. Cornman and Dr. 
Margaret Lewis of Wistar in 1945, | 
the matter rested. Penicillin was | 
produced in a form more and | 
more pure, hus reducing the 
side effects of the drug. No one 
paid any attention to the crude 
material that was discarded. 


Then Dr. Cornman and Dr. 
Lewis heard physicians report 
they had had peculiar experi- 
ences with the early penicillin 
products which were yellow- 
brown in color because they | 
were not pure.

_. No Immediate Change 
_ Seen in Price of Food 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 

A top official of one of the nation’s major food processing 
firms yesterday confirmed what housewives in Atlanta and other 
parts of the country have probably suspected all along: grocery 
prices are not likely to drop in the immediate future. 

Visiting Atlanta to spur a drive for the financing of medical 
education by private industry, Colby M. Chester, chairman of the 
board of the General Foods Corp., offered another more consoling 
thought for the harassed homemaker. There is no evidence, he 
said. that there will be any substantial increase in food prices, 

The food executive noted, however, that some items are be- 
yond the control of American producers. The price of coffee, he 
pointed out, is controlled by the Brazilian government. 

Coffee is one of the major products put out by General Foods 
under the Maxwell House and Sanka labels. The corporation also 
markets Birdseye frozen foods, Swans, Down flour, Baker's choco- 
late, Post cereals and Jello. 

According to Chester, any reduction in food prices will depend 
upon stabilization of wages and reduction of hidden taxes which 
are paid directly by the manufacturer and then passed on to the 
consumer as part of a product's selling price. 

Although the excess profits tax is scheduled for elimination 
at the end of the year, he said this action*would have no effect 
on food prices. 

Atlanta is one of the corporation’s major food distribution 
centers. and General Foods is now building a $5,000,000 addition 
to its Jacksonville coffee plant. The new portion is to be used 
primarily for the processing of decafinated and instant coffee. 


Georgia Business Tops °52 Level 

Business activity in Georgia is continuing to boom along in 
1953 above last year’s level, according to a report issued by the 
Federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta. 

This is indicated by the fact that individuals are withdrawing 
more money from their checking accounts at reporting banks in 
the major Georgia trade centers. That they withdrew 11 per cent 
more money this September than in the same month a year ago, 
serves as a measure of spending activity. 

Albany withdrawals were up 18 per cent, Atlanta up 16 per 
cent, Rome and Savannah gained 13 per cent, Valdosta rose 11 
per cent, and Gainesville increased 5 per cent. Declines were 
noted in Brunswick, Columbus, Augusta, Macon, Elberton and 
Newnan, ranging from 2-11 per cent. 

For the first nine months of 1953, debits in all but two of the 
state's reporting cities were up from 3-18 per cent. Rome, Albany 
and Atlanta led the percentage increases with 18, 17 and 10 re- 
spectively and contributed to a 9 per cent rise in total Georgia 
debits at reporting banks so far this year. 


Atlanta Women in Top Pay Bracket 

Although only about 10 other cities in the U.S. have lower 
median incomes for all classes of workers, Atlanta white women 
are among the highest paid in the nation. 

The Atlanta office of the U..S. Department of Commerce re- 
ported recently that the median annual income of the city’s 
white women was $1,692 in 1950, the 10th highest among all major 
cities in the nation. 

The median income for Negro women here, $701, is one of 
the nation’s lowest, and indicates that they generally are em- 
ployed in domestic work.
